T he telegraph com pany hold, and are so 
legally advised, th at th e language of the 
A ct does no t give th e Postm aster-G eneral 
absolutely pow er to fix any rate he m ay 
deem fit. 
T h at pow er is qualified by Con­ 
stitutional restriction. 
In A rticle 5 is th e lan g u ag e; “ N or shall 
private property be taken for public use 
w ithout ju st com pensation.’’ 
T he pow er depends, therefore, on th e 
question, is one m ili per w ord ju st com ­ 
pensation ?

lion. John Wanamaker, Postmaster-General 
—D e a r S ir : 
T itle 65 o f th e R evised 
S tatutes, em bracing th e Acts of Ju ly 24, 
186(5, an d of Ju n e 10, 1877, was th e out­ 
grow th of th e first effort to induce Con­ 
gress to establish a G overnm ent telegraph. 
A schem e was pressed before a com m it­ 
tee o f Congress to incorporate a new tele­ 
graph com pany by the G eneral G overn­ 
m ent, w ith w hich th e G overnm ent should 
contract to tran sm it telegram s at a price to 
be agreed upon, th e G overnm ent receiving 
and delivering th e m e-sages, au d being the 
only party know n to the p a tro n s of the tel­ 
egraph. 
T his schem e was justified on th e ground 
th a t th e G overnm ent had no right to lake 
existing telegraph properties except a t the 
prices and on th e term s acceptable to th e 
com panies th a t ow ned 
th em , and 
th e 
schem e was objected to by th e telegraph 
com panies then existing on th e ground 
th a t th e G overnm ent entering upon th e 
telegraph business at rates th a t w ould not 
pay expenses w ould sim ply destroy th e ex ­ 
isting telegraph properties. 
It w ould result in a com prom ise betw een 
th e telegraph com panies and the C om m ittee 
of Congress, of w nich, I believe, the la­ 
m ented G arfield was chairm an, giving to 
th e telegraph com panies certain franchises 
and privileges, including priority of service, 
at rates to be a n n u ally fixed by the Post­ 
m aster G eneral, and w hat were deem ed at 
th e tim e of m ost im portance to th e G overn­ 
m ent, th e right to take th e existing tele­ 
graph properties of the com panies w ho ac­ 
cepted the provisions o f the A ct at th e ap ­ 
praised value, to be ascertained by arbi­ 
trators as described in Section 5,267. 
T his com prom ise agreem ent was enacted 
in to a law , subject to a form al acceptance 
by th e telegraph com panies, and th eir ac­ 
ceptance filed w ith the G overnm ent re n ­ 
dered it, to all intents and purposes, a com ­ 
pact betw een the G overnm ent and the tele­ 
graph com panies, th e operation of w hich 
was intended to be th at th e G overnm ent 
should have th e rig h t to take all th e tele­ 
graph property, and ihat if it should elect 
to establish a G overnm ent telegraph it 
should take th e existing telegraph proper­ 
ties, on term s to be ascertained as the law 
directs. 
T his section (5,267) o f the revised statutes 
of 1878, annotated as being enacted Ju n e 
10, 1872. giving th e G overnm ent the right 
to take the telegraph propenies, is in sub- 
siance the s-m e language as th e proviso at 
th e close of Section 3 of th e original Act 
of Ju ly 24, 1866, and therefore a part of the 
com pact accepted by the W estern U nion 
T elegraph Com pany in Ju n e of 1367. 
T he fixing ot rates by the Postm aster- 
G eneral does not appear to have been con­ 
sidered an im perative duty on tb at officer, 
for no action seem s to have been taken bv 
him in the direction of fixing rates u ntil 
J u ly 1st of 1871, w hen th e necessity for it 
was alleged to have arisen by reason of 
th e com plicated character of the service in 
tran sm ittin g signal w eather reports. 
A conference w ith the telegraph com ­ 
panies was invited by Postm aster-G eneral 
Creswell, through Captain H ow gate, the 
acting head of th e Signal Service, and a 
discussion of the subject was had in W ash­ 
ington; President W in. O rton, representing 
th e W estern U nion Telegraph Com pany, 
and the Postm aster-G eneral havine the a s­ 
sistance 
of A ssistant 
A ttorney-G eneral 
W hiting and the head of the Signal Bureau, 
and the rates were fixed satisfactorily to 
the telegraph com panies. 
T hey were no t a n n u ally revised until 
som e years later, and in alm ost every in ­ 
stance th e telegraph com panies were con­ 
sulted as to w hat they could afford to do 
the service for. 
In 
two instances, 
Postm aster-G eneral 
Jew ell and Postm aster-G eneral Janies, at 
th e instance of the telegraph com panies, 
recalled and m odified th eir orders after 
th ey had been officially proclaim ed. 
T he language of th e Act. “ messages be­ 
tween the several D epartm ents of the Gov­ 
ern m en t shall have priority over all other 
business, at such rates as th e Postm aster- 
G enernl shall annually fix,” m ay be con­ 
strued as contem plating th e fixing of a 
hig h er rale th an is paid by o t.ier patrons 
because of such prioriiy in transm ission 
over all other business. 
C ertainly it Dever 
contem plated conferring th e pow er to fix 
th e rates below th e actual cost of the serv­ 
ice. 
Such action is n o th in g sh o rt of confisca­ 
tion and appropriation of th e properly and 
service ot em ployes “ to th e use o f the 
(iovernm ent w ithout ju st com pensation 
therefor.” 
T he rate as last fixed, 20 cents for tw enty 
w ords or less, for distances of 10,000 m ile: 
or less, and one cent for each additional 
w ord and one-tem h of a cent per word for 
each additional 109 m iles or fraction there­ 
of for distances above 10,000 m iles, as 
betw ten W ashington and New Y ork and 
St. Lonis or Chicago, is scarcely one-half 
th e rate paid by the public on current m es­ 
sages. 
F or distances o f 300 m iles and u n d er it is 
about three-fouiths th e com m ercial rate. 
O ur gross receipts for the last fiscal year, as 
show n by th e an n u al report, were $19,711,­ 
161 12. 
T he current w orking expenses 
were $14 (540,592 IS, leaving 
the 
profits 
$5 070,571 9-4; 
out of w hich $530.258 30 
w as paid for interest on th e siu k in g fund of 
th e bonded debt, w hich is a part of our 
capitalv-alioD. 
It will be seen that the w orking expenses, 
w ith o u t any retu rn for any p art of the cap­ 
ital em ployed, cost w ithin a fraction of ¿5 
per cent, o f th e total earnings. 
If, there­ 
fore. the G overnm ent rale averages less 
th an 75 per cent, of the rate to th e public 
(as it undoubtedly does), th en th e G overn­ 
m ent business is now done a t a loss. 
T he table on psge 9 of th e an n u al report 
show s th e average cost to th e com pany of 
h andling m essager to be 23 2 10 cents" per 
m esssge. 
If th e G overnm ent business does 
not pay som ething m ore th an th is average, 
th en it m ust be done at a loss, for th e m es­ 
sages, in order to yield such au average, 
m ust be considerably above th e average 
length of business messages, about seven­ 
teen words, an d it is a very exacting serv­ 
ice, having precedence over all other busi­ 
ness, and requiring prom pt an d often long­ 
distance m essenger delivery, or rew riting 
in som e cases to deliver by som e special 
wires. 
T hese exhibits dem onstrate th a t th e rate, 
as filed for th e past year, is a great in ­ 
justice to th e telegraph com panies, and not 
on a fair business basis of living profits 
aw arded to railroad com panies »nd other 
corporations for services rendered. 
T he rates ought, therefore, to be in ­ 
creased, rath er th an d im inished. 
By the 


present rate th e Gover&n».**nt is saving a 
large su m —probably $ICO,Ot.O an n u ally — 
by th e reduced cost of th e tele graph service 
below w hat other patrons fcavt' to p3y. sa d 
th at saving necessarily m ust t e m ade uV 
and we w ould have to collect m ore for 
o ther service to sustain th-s ex p en se of 
operation and pay a m oderate re tu rn for 
capital employed." 
T he G overnm ent is able to pay. a&d every 
business consideration dem ands th at it 
sh all pay, a fair and reasonable eonsidera- 
tion for w hatever services it m ay require. 
To do the Government service for n o th ­ 
ing necessarily imposes heavier burdens on 
the ppople who sustain the telegraph. 
In lu rth e r exam ination o f the practical 
operation of transm itting m essages from 
New Y ork or W ashington to points w i the 
Pacific coast, I find th ey are no t sent 
through repeaters all th e way in one com ­ 
pound circuit. 
A ll w est-bound business is 
relayed at Chicago or St. Louis, s »th at a 
m essage is first sent from W ashington to 
Chicago through one repeating station, re­ 
q u irin g three operators. 
From Chicago to 
San Francisco it is transm itted in one com ­ 
pound circuit through four interm ediate 
repeating stations, em ploying six opera­ 
tors, w hich added to the three first nam ed 
m ake nine. 
T h en , if it has lo go to Oregon, passing 
th ro u ch repeaters at one interm ediate sta­ 
tion. it would require three m ore operators. 
T h e com pany transm itted during the last 
fiscal vear 51,496 954 messages. 
T he cost 
fur m essage service was in round num bers 
$1.120,000, m aking the average cost of de­ 
livery per m essage about 2 1 5 cents, a l­ 
though a large n um ber of messages to the 
flooi of exchanges, to new spapers an d by 
special wire deliveries i!id not require the 
use of a m essenger—in fact, in m ost o f th e 
large cities, as in W ashington City, we pay, 
by contract w ith th e D istrict M essenger 
C om panies, 21 cents per m essage for m att­ 
ing deliveries. 
Y ou m ay answ er th a t th e G overnm ent 
sends letters a thousand m iles and delivers 
them lor 2 cents, but n eith er th e G overn­ 
m ent nor any o th er patron of th e telegraph 
w ould subm it to th e class o f deliveries 
m ade by th e letter-carriers. 
In fact, th e G overnm ent itself in (his city 
charges ten cents per letter for special de­ 
livery, an d every telegraph m essage re­ 
quires a special delivery over m ore than 
h alf the area of this city. 
A t m any of our sm all stations they have 
bu t one G overnm ent m essage d arin g a 
m o n th . 
T h e W ar D epartm ent requires 
tiiat th e m essages them selves be rendered 
as vouchers. 
If an agent o r em ploye ot 
any of the departm ents is detained at a 
sm all station by a railroad interru p tio n , 
an d sends a m essage o f ten words, the 
m esseuger of th a t station finds it is his 
d u ty to inclose th at m essage by m ail to the 
au d ito r of the com pany here for collection. 
T h at w ould cost this com pany a two-cent 
postage stam p. 
T hen we sh all have sent 
th e m essage, paid one an d a h a lf cents 
to each operator engaged on it, tw o aud a 
half cents for delivering it and tw o cents to 
the G overnm ent for forw arding th e origi­ 
nal m esage as a voucher, and w hen th e ac­ 
count is m ade up we get one cent back. 
W e had opened new stations at consid­ 
erable expense for signal and astronom ical 
observations. 
W e have had our accounts 
tied up for a considerable portion of our 
service upon technical rulings upon w hich 
we have been unable to procure a trial and 
d fcisión of th e Courts u n til th e arrears 
have reached the neighborhood of $100,­ 
000.

set about to resist the enforcement of the 
law is sham eful; th at they should call to 
their aid the ruff-scruff of the community, 
the hoodlum class, the criminals and the 
lawless, is simply outrageous. 
It is not a 
question of the righteousness or the wis­ 
dom of the law closing drinking saloons 
on Sunday, but one of obedience to consti­ 
tuted au th o rity ; a question of the domi­ 
nance of the law or of the liquor-dealers 
of the chief city of Ohio. 
If these men 
are to say w hat laws are to be enforced, 
and w hat shall be set aside, then they 
usurp the power of the local legislature, 
and a new and dangerous doctrine is intro­ 
duced into our system th at will render 
life and property unsafe, and put legisla­ 
tion at the mercy of interests against which 
it may be aimed. 
The people in their 
representative capacity assemble and en­ 
act regulative laws th at they decide to be 
essential to the public peace and prosper­ 
ity ; but we are told by the action of those 
against whom the regulation is aimed th at 
the business they follow is not subject to 
the law, and that while all other business 
houses must submit to the statutes, this 
particular business shall be exempt from 
the penalties of violated laws. 
If the at­ 
tem pt to enforce the law fails in Cincin- 
cinnali it will be bad for all interests. The 
lawless class will be encouraged to resist 
the laws in other directions, and we shall 
have set up a rule under which private 
rig h t aud public good will be subject to the 
arbitram ent of their enemies. 
The cry of 
the A narchists in th e streets of Chicago 
was, “ Stab the law ;” the shout of the 
hoodlum mob in C inicinnati was, “ Mob 
the police.” 
Both cries spring from the 
the same contem pt for lawful authority. 
The mobs th at in each case uttered the 
infamous words will, when the tim e comes, 
be precisely as quick to shout for the de­ 
struction of property rights, public order 
and the setting up of the rule of anarchy. 
The Anarchists of Chicago are not one 
w hit more blameworthy, their cry is not 
a particle more dangerous than the shout 
of the Cincinnati mob.

W a s h in g to n , Ju ly 29th.—An English 
solicitor, who is connected with some of 
the moneyed syndicates which are creating 
so m uch talk in the newspapers at the 
present time, explained the reason why so 
m uch foreign capital is seeking investm ent 
in the United States just at present. 
“ In the first place,” he said, “ this syn­ 
dicate is Dot operating wiih English camtal 
altogether. Money from al! sections of the 
continent pours into London for the pur­ 
pose of being invested in American enter­ 
prises.” 
“ W hat is the reason for it? ” 
“ W ell, the truth is there is a widespread 
impression throughout the money centers 
of Europe that the whole continent is 
drifting in the direction of war. This idea 
is growing rapidly, and is causiDg the 
withdrawal of money from enterprises 
throughout Europe. It explains the reason 
for the great industrial depression wbich 
has prevailed for some time, and which 
seems to be on the increase rather than 
upon the wane. Capitalists are looking for 
som ething which will be safer than Eu­ 
ropean stocks when this tim e shall come, 
and they are sending their money to this 
side of the A tlantic in order to be prepared 
when the crash comes. This explains the 
talk often heard now of English syndicates 
investing in ail sorts of American enter­ 
prises.” 
It was learned from another source that 
the solicitor him self had made preparations 
for heavy investm ents 
for his clients. 
W ashington real estate was to have been 
bought up in large blocks, so the story 
goes, bat the discovery that the Alien Land 
Act prohibits the ownership of land in the 
District of Columbia by foreigners has set- 
led the project, for the present at least.

The Board ot City Trustees held its 
weekly session yesterday, with all the m em ­ 
bers preseut. Mayor Gregory in the chair. 
The W ater-works report, as compiled by 
E . H . 
W illiam s, 
the Chief Engineer, 
showed that during the seven days ending 
on Sunday, 43,0-10,750 gallons of water had 
been pum ped, the Stevens pum p working 
157 hours and the Holly being in operation 
101 hours. It is noticeable that the am ount 
of water pum ped keeps increasiug each 
succeeding week. 
M att. F . Johnson appeared before the 
Board in behalf of Chris. Weisel, and an­ 
nounced that the Board were of course fa­ 
m iliar with the fact that Mr. Weisel had 
been arrested for violating the Sidewalk 
O rdinnace in not laying down a stone walk 
w hen m aking some repairs. 
Weisel, he 
said, had received permission from the 
8treet Commissioner to make the repairs. 
Trustee McLaughlin adm itted that he 
had given Mr. Weisel leave to repair his 
sidewalk, but not on such an extensive 
plan as han been done. There was no per­ 
mission given to place new boards on the 
surface, but simply to repair near the aw n­ 
ing posts. 
Mr. W ese', who was present, explained 
that he had been given no notice to cease 
work until a w arrant was gotten out for 
bis arrest. 
The Mayor insisted that the ordinance 
should be respected. 
Mr. Weisel should 
have waited until he had obtained official 
permission from 
the Board before he 
placed boards on the surface. 
Trustee McLaughlin asked Mr. Weisel if 
be intended to put down a stone walk 
w hen he needed to repair again, and Weisel 
said he would do so. 
Trustee W olf said the ordinance was be­ 
ing violated on all sides, and it was not 
being enforced at all. H e thought they 
had better let the Weisel m atter pass this 
time, and M cLaughlin held the same view. 
T he Mayor, however, was opposed to over­ 
looking the violation of the ordinance. 
Mr. M cLaughlin moved that the City 
A ttorney be instructed to withdraw the 
su it against Mr. Weisel. Mr. W olf sec­ 
onded the motion, and on roll call, the Sec­ 
ond and Tuird Trustees voted aye, and the 
M ayor no. 
J. E. Strain appeared belore the Board, 
he said, in beiisli of a sick woman named 
Mrs. Logan. 
She bad been instructed to 
remove her porch, which inclines over the 
sidewalk. The lady was now, perhaps, on 
her death-bed, and ought to have an exten­ 
sion of tim e granted her in which to com­ 
ply w ith orders. Mr. Strain said that the 
fences of several parties in the same block 
were out on the sidewalk and they had not 
been instructed to put them on the proper 
line. 
The Board assured Mr. Strain that if the 
lady was so ill, as reported, they would of 
course not press the m atter. As to the 
other parties violating the law, they would 
be notified to put their fences back on the 
line. 
M. F. H oit addressed the Beard in re­ 
gard to damages he bad sustained from the 
sewage water at Eighth and Y streets. His 
property had 
been 
damaged, and he 
wanted the city to pay him $5,000, and he 
would call the m atter square. 
The Board told him his demand was ex­ 
orbitant, and they would not pay it. They 
would take steps, however, to cover up 
tf .i part of the canal on Mr. H oit’s prop­ 
erty which was undergoing damage, and 
that was as for as they could go. 
The Mayor then took up the ordinance- 
book, and thought that as one block of 
Chinatown had been burned down the 
Board had better see that the fire-limit 
ordinance was enforced. 
H e 
was not 
fam iliar with the fact as to w hether that 
block was witbin the lim its or not, but an 
exam ination of the ordinance proved that 
it was. 
L. C. Chandler was present, and, on be­ 
h alf ot the two parties who owned the 
aforesaid block, asked that they be given 
permission to lay a tem porary walk. H e 
□nderstood negotiations were already being 
entered in'o about rebuilding the block, 
the building on which, of course, would 
have to be either brick, stone, or some such 
m aterial. 
The Board refused to consent to the lay­ 
ing of a temporary walk. 
A petition was received from property- 
owners asking that Twenty-eighth street, 
from I to K, be graded. Accordinglv a 
resolution of intention to that effect "was 
adopted. 
Mayor Gregory again brought up the 
sprinkling matter. Complaints were still 
coming in, and he had got tired of them. 
H e had resolved upon a plan to better 
m atters, and hereafter would refuse his 
signature to warrants until he saw that 
each c o n tra lo r had done his work properly. 
T his m ight have some effect and was a last 
resource. 
Trustee McLsnghlin said he did not be­ 
lieve there was so much cause for com­ 
plaint after all. From w hat he could see 
(and he had taken particular pains to watch 
th e sprinklers lately), good work was being 
done, and under the present system it could 
not be improved upon. 
The M at. r thought it could, and was go­ 
ing to do all in his power to make the con­ 
tractors do their doty. 
Upon the suggestion of Trustee Mc­ 
Laughlin, the s.dewaik for the whole 320 
feet on the north side of K street, from 
T hird to F ourth,wa- condemned, and notice 
will be served on the property-owners. 
A sidewalk was ordered on the north 
side of P street, between Fifteenth and Six- 
tentb, in front of the Miller property. 
A fter allowing the following claims the 
Board adjourned :

AN O TH ER UPHEAVAL. 


COSTLY DISCUSSION, 


T h e T rou b le C aused B y a D eb a te on th e 
C h in ese Q u estion . 
Justice of the Peace H enry and a jury 
gave their attention yesterday to the case 
of W illiam Jackson, a well-to-do rancher 
of W alnut Grove, who is charged with 
having battered and broken the leg of Ju l­ 
ias Pankonin nearly a year ago in this city. 
From the testimony given it appeared 
that Jackson and Pankonin, while drinking 
in a saloon at the corner of N inth and L 
streets, became involved in a rather tropi­ 
cal discussion of the Chinese question. 
Jackson espoused the cause cf the ueatben, 
and announced that he would rather em ­ 
ploy one Chinaman on his ranch than fifty 
white men, even if he could get the entire 
latter outfit for what he would pay the one 
Chinam an. 
This enraged Pankonin, and he insinu­ 
ated rather broadly that if Jackson was 
such a lover of Chinese he ought to go to 
China and live with them. 
There was no more talking after that. 
Jackson picked up a cigar-lighter and 
hurled it into the midst of Paukonin’s 
countenence. The latter, under the influ­ 
ence of the blow, suddenly took a seat 
upon the floor. Jackson’s "thirst for gore 
was not yet quenched, and he set upon the 
white labor advocate and kicked him un­ 
mercifully, succeeding in breaking Panko- 
n in ’s left leg. 
Pankonin rem ained in the County H os­ 
pital for ten m onths betore he was able to 
move about again. 
These facts were all substantiated by 
witnesses in yesterday’s trial, and the re­ 
sult was the jury found Jackson guiltv. 
It is understood that tnis is not the end, 
and that a damage suit will follow. 


BUT HE COULDN’T.

Thomas Stevens came down from Placer­ 
ville yesterday. 
H e had 
read in the

in Placerville, but he pushed westward. 
At Brighton he got off the cars and sought 
the thermometer, and was nearly paralyzed 
when he saw the 114 mark trying to "hold 
down the mercury. As the train pulled 
into Sacramento he realized that the hot 
wave was getting a little the worst of the 
race, and he had to hunt the sunny side of 
the street to keep warm until it got here.

There is war in the baseball ranks, and 
the Saeram ento team starts out to-day un­ 
der a new Manager. There was a special 
meeting of the Directors of the club held at 
Secretary H arry Gamble's last night for the 
purpose of levying an assessment to meet 
the demands upon the club but the busi­ 
ness that was really transacted was more 
far-reaching than the mere m atter of levy­ 
ing an assessment.

oust Lang, although the latter had been 
one ot M cLaughlin’s staunchest supporters.

THAT HOT WAVE. 


It S w eep s O ver tlie S tate from S iskiyou 
to San D ieg o , e tc . 
The highest and lowest Signal Service 
tem peratures yesterday were 102° and 57°, 
w ith light, variable winds; in tact, the wind 
yesterday traversed every point of the com­ 
pass, beginning with southeast in the m orn­ 
ing and backing to east, northeast, north, 
northwest, west, southwest, and finally 
south at 4 :3 0 r . m . 
Yesterday m ust be 
classed with the exceptionally hot days 
that occasionally sweep over this city. 
" 
The average num ber of days during July 
upon which the highest tem perature was 
above 90° is twelve. The greatest num ber 
known in that tim e was twenty (in July, 
1877), and the least, five, in 1880. Tlie 
present m onth, including jesterday, gives 
eleven days with a m axim um above 90°, 
showing tbat no m atter how cool this 
month has been, it has ha ljnearly its ushal 
average num ber of warm days. 
The highest and lowest tem perature last 
year for the same date (yesterday) were 90° 
and 51°. The highest recorded last year in 
July was 104°. We are, therefore, two de 
grees coolor than on the hottest day last 
year at this date. 
The record of yesterday maks five times 
in thirteen years that a m axim um tem per­ 
ature of over 100° ha? been reached—103° 
in 1877, 104° in 1883, 105° in 1886, 104° in 
1888. and 1889 (yesterday) 102°. 
The highest and lowest tem perature one 
year ago to-day were 86° and 52°, showing 
that at this tim e last year we were luxuri­ 
ating in a cool and pleasant wave of atm os­ 
pheric tem perature, as compared with our 
present Colton.

PERJURED TESTIMONY. 
Mrs. Ram ey, the Bride’s M other, Says 
She Testified Falsely. 
Cmoo, July 29th.—At the inquest this 
morning on the body of Neil Hubbs, Mrs. 
Barney created a sensation by testifying 
that Hubbs bad fired the first shot, and, to 
defend bis own life, Bierce returned the 
fire. She has perjured herself, but states 
the reason she did eo was that she wanted 
to clear Hubbs while alive. But now, that 
he is dead, she wants the story straight. 
At the inquest held on the remains of 
vouug Bierce Mrs. Barney testified as fol­ 
lows: 
D. R. Bierce, the deceased, came to my 
house about 1:20 r. m ., Friday afternoon, 
June 2Gth. There was no one there except 
myself and three-year-old son. He said he 
was sick enough to die, and thought he 
would faint before he could get to the 
house. He was very pale, and his lips 
were white, but did not seem excited. 
I asked him if I could do anything for 
him , and hesaid he wanted some camphor, 
but 1 told him there was none in the house. 
He asked permission to lie down on the 
bed, which was granted. He refused my 
oiler to make a cup of tea, but consented to 
eat some toast and egg which was prepared. 
After he had eaten the toast 1 came out of 
the bed-room and closed the door. 
In about fifteen minutes Mr. Hubbs and 
his wife came, and I met them at the door. 
Mr. Hubbs sat beside the front door and 
my daughter near the front window. After 
a short conversation Bierce opened the 
bed-room door and came out, at the same 
time bidding them good afternoon. The 
salutation was returned. Bierce spoke up 
and said. “You are nretty looking couple.” 
My daughter said “Yes, we are the prettiest 
in the country.” 
On taking a seal he asked Mrs. Hubbs 
how married life went, when she remarked, 
“First rate. I never was happier.” Bierce 
then said be thought she ought to make an 
explanation about the elopement. She told 
him to shut his mouth. The next ques­ 
tion Bierce asked was where and how did 
you get your license. The young lady said 
it did not make any difference, but they 
had one. 
Then Mr. Bierce asked my daughter what 
she meant by telling him what stie did last 
¡Saturday. Ñot receiving any answer, he 
asked her if she remembered it, and she 
said she did. He then asked her if she re 
inembered what she told him three hours 
before she left the house. She made no 
answer. He then said: "It is not necessary 
for you to repeat the words. I want tl) 
know if you remember it.” She said yes 
whereupon she was asked what she did it 
for. Her answer was that it was done for 
a blind. 
At’this he produced several letters, and 
remarked that he had sometning here to 
show how she run her blinds. Mr. Hubbs 
tben rose up and addressed his wife, say 
ing: “Get our hat and we will go.” I told 
them to remain, and asked Mr. Bierce to 
retire, and he went into the bedroom, clos­ 
ing the door after him. Almost imme­ 
diately he returned to the threshold and 
fired his pistol at Mr. Hubbs. 
I did not see Hubbs draw his pistol, but 
saw him fire after he was shot at. There 
were about six shots exchanged. I started 
to rush between them, and Hubbs jumped 
out the front door, which was bolted by 
Bierce. The deceased then made a rush for 
m y daughter, grabbing her in his arms, and 
placing the pistol on her head behind her 
right ear. 
Seeing the daDger my daughter was in, I 
grasped his arm and tried to pull it away 
just as the revolver went off, shooting niv 
daughter through the ear. Bierce then 
placet! his pistol against his own head, but 
1 took his hand away. During this time 
Mr. Hubbs was kicking his way through 
the door. W hen he got into the room he 
grasped Bierce and threw him down, when 
the latter said, “ Kill me Hubbs, you have 
me in your power.” 
I tried to separate them, and Bierce called 
me to get his pistol, which he had dropped 
on the floor some distance from him, but I 
ran to the door and called for help. 
My daughter and I begged Hubbs not to 
take Bierce's life, as the law would do that. 
At this Habbs told his wife to run for her 
life, and he followed. I ran close behind 
thprn, out the back way. W hen I got into 
the street I saw Mr. Tuck coming up Sev­ 
enth street, and I told him to go and get 
the officers and a doctor. I then heard 
Bierce calling me from the back door. 
He wanted me to come back, telling me 
he would do me no harm. So I went back 
into the house, and he said he wanted to 
lie down on the bed. The door was open 
and he entered the bed-room. He picked 
up an old shirt, and had a small bottle in 
his hand. 1 then left the house to go after 
Mr. and Mrs. Hubbs. 
JU3t as I got to the corner I heard a re­ 
port of a pistol. In about five minutes I 
returned w;th several men and found him 
lying on the bed, with a pistol wound in 
his head. Ilia name was Day Raymond 
Bierce; 20 years of age the 4th of last Octo­ 
ber. 


OREGON ITEMS. 
New Railway System—Tram ps Throwing 
Open Switches anil Derailing Trains. 
Portland (Or.), July 29th.—Henry 
Thompson has just reiurned front the 
British possessions, whither he went to 
close a deal with the new W estminster 
¡southern Railway Company to connect the 
British Colombia' with the Pacific North­ 
west. The Fairhaven Company is already 
building south to this city. 
Thompson closed the deal by which the 
Thompson party purchased stock of the 
New W estminster Southern, and the new 
owners will undertake to continue the 
work south to the Fairhaven system. 
When completed, which will be in the 
shortest possible time, it will form a con­ 
tinuous road from New W estminster, B. C., 
to this city. 
On the new W estminster line there are 
fifteen miles of grade, twenty miles right of 
way and 500 men at work. At Fairhaven 
there are forty miles of steel on the ground, 
two 75-ton engines, twenty-six ears, fifteen 
miles of crade, twenty-live miles right of 
way and 7C0 men at work. 
The company also has two new steamers, 
a system of scows and towage for transport­ 
ing material, and owns the townsite of 
Fairhaven. The distance between this city 
and New W estminster, as the road will 
run, is 325 miles. 
John Miller, better known as “ Happy 
Jack,” the engineer that was injured in the 
railroad accident near Albany last night, 
died here this evening. Miller leaves a 
family, living in Southern Oregon. Rail­ 
road officials claim the accident was caused 
by tramps throwing open the switch. 


NEVADA CITY.
